Three  days  of 
grace  being  allowed  upon  all  bills  and 
notes,  the  difcount  will  be  taken  for  the 
fame. — Money  lodged  at  the  bank  maybe 
re-taken  at  pleafure,  free  of  expence,  but 
no  draft  will  be  paid  beyond  the  balance 
of  account. — Bills  or  notes  left  with  the 
bank  will  be  prefented  for  acceptance,  and 
the  money  collected  free  of  expence  :  In 
cafe  of  non-payment  and  proteft,the  charge 
of  proteft  must  be  borne  by  the  perfon 
lodging  the  bill. — Payments  made  at  the 
bank,  muft  be  examined  at  the  time,  as  no 
deficiency  fuggefted  afterwards  will  be  ad- 
mitted.
